Dear WTA, V\mat was the new law that just went into effect 
about who ends up being my health care representative if I 
don’t have a power of attorney? How does it effect me and my 
partner? Signed, Photo Project Participant 
—Dear PPP, Now, if you are rushed to the hospital, you can 
designate who your health care representative (decision 
maker) will be by telling hospital officials when you get there. 
That’s good, because you can make the decision yourself, 
and you can indicate your partner. But the law also 
establishes a list the hospital must follow if you are not 
conscious and cannot make the desicion yourself and if you 
have not designated someone on a legal Power of Attorney. 

If you are knocked out...and can’t designate 
someone...and your partner is not carrying your power of 
attorney...the decisions for your care will be made by your 
adult child, if you don’t have a kid, it will be your parent. Way 
down at the end of the list is “your close friend." The full 
description is below. 

And notice that the law allows a health care representative 
to ask your partner for verification of his/herr authority. Which 
means you should be carrying the POA with you all the time. 
Make a card sized version and carry it in your wallet. PA 
Diversity Network will be arranging a workshop on these legal 
papers soon. 

Default priority list for health care representatives 

Act 169 generally gives priority to the following classes, in the 
order listed: 

1. Spouse and adult child who is not the child of the spouse 

2. Adult child 

3. Parent 

4. Adult sibling 

5. Adult grandchild 

6. Close friend (i.e., individual who is knowledgeableof the 
patient's preferencesand values) 

Verification of authority: Upon assuming authority, a health 
care representative is required to promptly inform the other 
members of the patient’s family who fall within any of the 
default classes and can be readily contacted. 

A health care provider may require an individual claiming 
the right to act as the patients health care representative to 
provide a written declaration, made under penalty of perjury, 
stating facts and circumstances reasonably sufficient to 
establish the claimed authority. 

While obtaining such a declaration is not required, it 
generally is prudent to have the representative at least sign a 
document stating the representative's relationship to the 
patient and verifying, to the best of the representative's 
knowledge, that there is no other person of higher authority 
who is readily availableand willing to act for the patient.

“My Dad called television “the boob tube.” He was 
afraid too much TV would rot our brains or lead us 
morally astray. It’s a tricky line to walk for a parent, 
though, because there was no show I wanted to 
watch more in the Sixties than “Laugh-In, n at least in 
part because it was forbidden. Ironically it was a 
show that made me smarter and I think I even 
understood that about it at the time. 

He wouldn’t have liked “The Wire” on HBO either 
but I think it is AMAZING, SOULFUL television. It 
exposes every dirty little secret of contemporary 
American inner city life and the fallout from the 
politics of American capitalism, especially the last 
forty years worth. If Lyndon Johnson’s “failed” Great 
Society created a welfare dependent underclass, 
Ronald Reagan’s rampant (and irresponsible) era of 
deregulation and “less" government pulled the rug 
completely out from under everyone but the wealthy. 

I believe “The Wire" depicts what rose up instead in 
our inner cities and has spread like a virus since. 
The BIG business of drugs (“Just Say No," my ass). 
Where money is king and life is valued only as far as 
the next fix, the next stash, the next struggle to 
control the action at the corner. The writing is 
layered and mercilessly incisive (in Season Two the 
writing team created a storyline on the dying cargo 
lines of Baltimore’s ports to counter the drug scene 
depicted in Season One that absolutely mirrored its 
voluminous subtext; in a word, brilliant). The 
| direction & cinematography are right on. The 
acting’s great for the most part but Wendell Pierce as 
“Bunk" and Andre Royo as “Bubbles” are more than 
Emmy-worthy (and always overlooked). All the 
shows characters are complex and flawed, even the 
good guys. Especially the good guys. 

Mom, on the other hand, loved TV then and still 
does. With a bunch of kids under foot 24-7,1 know 
that hour a day she escaped to “Another World” 
saved our collective butts. Over at “All My Children,” 
where the writing probably will rot your brain and the 
acting routinely sucks, there’s a brave new world 
going on in the character of “Zarf/Zoe,” American 
daytime’s first transgender character (featured, that 
is...). The fact that Zoe finally emerged because she 
fell in love with the show’s open lesbian, “Bianca 
Montgomery,” speaks volumes itself. 

I pretend no expertise about transgender issues, 
so I can’t comment on how well (or poorly) AMC’s 
creative team is addressing that. But I am 
compelled to watch, especially when it is the lesbian 
Bianca who was most threatened by Zoe revealing 
herself (and in this case, both actors are terrific). 
Since then, Bianca has seen the parallel of Zoe’s 
com ing out to the experience of her own. There the 
writing has been pretty good, I think, and I’m very 
curious about what will become of these two. 

And say what you will about the boob tube, but 
even if Hollywood made a great movie about the life 
of a transgendercharacter, more people will see Zoe 
in one month of AMC than will probably EVER see 
that movie. Even Dad might have to admit that’s 
pretty cool.

On Saturday over 140 people gathered at 
MCCLV for a Freedom to Marry Interfaith 
Worship Celebration that included a Blessing 
of Singles, a Blessing of Relationships and a 
same-gender wedding ceremony. Eight 
clergy, representing a variety of faith traditions 
led the celebration. Following the service was 
a reception and dance.

ITS NOT THE SAME Rh, li'uMuAdf 
Now that New Jersey nas Cfvil Unions, the 
mainstream press has been saying that New 
Jersey gays can have all the legal rights of 
marriage. This is not true. Civil Unions give State 
rights but not Federal rights. If you ever have to 
make this point to someone who doesn't get it. 
Remind them of this: 

The 2000 US Census reports 21,000 NJ same-sex domestic 
partner households ...that's 42,000 people. Among all those 
people there mustquite a few serving in the military, many in Iraq. 
Under the Don't Ask Don't Tell regulations - even if they have a 
civil union — these soldiers cannot ever mention to a military 
chaplain, or military therapist, or their C O. or any other military 
person that they might be concerned or worried about their (civil 
unioned) spouse back home...because that would be "telling" 
and under regulations, an officer is absolutely required to 
discharge them. There's no middle ground -- mention that you 
have a same-sex partner and you are out. Consider the effect on 
a soldier's moral. 

And consider all the benefits the partner at home loses — no PX, 
no housing, no support groups, no emails back and forth that 
would give anything away, no healthcare, no listing the spouse as 
next of kin to notify and if the worst happens and the service 
person is killed -- no military pension. This is just one way civil 
unions are not the same as marriage. There are 1399 more ways. 

PPN RECEIVES HATEMAIL, 

AND IT S ACOODSICN: 

We’ve been the target of hate mail from anti-GLBT bigots in the 
past, so we know one thing for sure - the more nutso it gets the 
more we are scaring the far right with our success. It seems that 
our work in Berks County is really rattling the cages of people who 
don’t want to see the GLBT community unite, share information 
and gain rights. Here’s some real lines from a recent wild email 
we received: 

******You\' re a disgracy (sic).... You are a nonrofitand that makes 
you vulnerable I work for the IRS and I am watching. You stuff is 
crappy and everyone I have talked to feel that way. ... leave Berks 
County alone.******* 

‘'...nonrofit...”?Whoisthisguy,Scoobydoo? 

Though this email author awkwardly implied he or she is a 
GLBT person, the chances this is really from someone 
supportive of GLBT people is pretty slim. Why would we believe 
that anyone who is GLBT would condemn efforts of groups 
working together for the good of the community? The simplest 
indication that something is hate mail, besides grammatical 
errors, is the lack of signature. No name here, and impossible for 
an average person to trace. 

If your GLBT group has gotten some email or snail mail like this 
(several reports have come in already), you might want to keep it 
on file, because email can be traced by professionals. It’s illegal 
for IRS agents to threaten anybody. And it’s also very illegal to 
impersonate a government official and threaten someone, the 
IRS really hates that. In fact, mailed threats are not legal in any 
situation. 

While you’re filing this kind of unpleasant stuff away, take it in 
stride. In fact, let it stoke your group’s efforts. Anti-GLBT people 
don’tsend this kind of stuff, unless they’re losing. 


IT5 OFFICIAL: OUT-OF-STATE 
MARRIAGES & CUs LEGAL IN NJ 

Legal marriages and civil unions of same-sex couples 
performed in other states and countries will be recognized in 
New Jersey, the state's attorney general has decided. However, 
same-sex married couples legally will not be able to refer to 
themselves as "married" in the Garden State -- their marriages 
will be considered unions. 



TRISITS COLUMN®

Lehigh Valley Hospital (LVH) was recognized 
recently by Fortune Magazine as one of the 100 
Best Places To Work. On Fortune’s list, LVH 
ranked 80th. The ranking is based on information 
and a series of questions, one of the questions is 
“Do you have a non-discrimination policy that 
includes sexual orientation?" Of the 100 
companies they ranked, 92 indicated they had a 
nondiscrimination policy that included sexual orientation. One of 
those 92 companies was Lehigh Valley Hospital. 

Go to LVH’s website (http://www.lvh.org/lvh/Careers%7C1183) 
and you will see that LVH clearly does not protect its employees 
on the basis of sexual orientation. It is not clear why LVH was 
incorrectly credited as having a policy that included sexual 
orientation in the published article. My calls to LVH’s 
administration were not returned. 

The determination of which companies are great places to 
work is outsourced by Fortune Magazine to the Great Places To 
Work Institute Inc. The Institute surveys 400 randomly selected 
employees on a Trust Index and Culture Audit questionnaire. A 
review of the Great Place To Work’s website reveals a significant 
interest in creating workplaces that strive for non discriminatory 
policies and support their minority work forces through equitable 
practices. It is significantthat the inclusion of sexual orientation in 
the businesses’anti discrimination policy is listed in the published 
articleas a specific indicator of a Great Place To Work. 

It would not be surprising that LVH should want to present its 
workplace as nondiscriminatory However, over the years, we 
have asked LVH numerous times to add sexual orientation and 
gender identity to its nondiscrimination policy, but they have 
refused. The fact that LVH does not have a recruitment problem 
is no excuse for not providing nondiscriminationprotectionsfor all 
its employees. 

Years ago, when Allentown’s Mayor Heydt was asked to 
support the addition of sexual orientation to Allentown’s anti 
discrimination ordinance, he responded, “but the OAPA already 
supports me”. The inference was that at that time the Old 
Allentown Preservation Association had a large number of gay 
members who had not communicated to him that they wanted 
that law, so he believed all gay people in the city were content 
without it. 

In the case of LVH however, there are plenty of employees who 
feel LVH should change its policy. Changing its policy is certainly 
the right thing to do, whether a majority of workers push for it or 
not. We’re glad this discrepancy was discovered and we will not 
complacently stand by while the largest employer in the Lehigh 
Valley takes national accolades for employment practices they 
refuse to implement. 

LVH should rise to the occasion and change their policy to 
accurately reflect the information presented in Fortune 
Magazine. It would be in the spirit of Great Place To Work, Inc. 
anoit would be the right thing to do.
